Har-Tar-d 
university today 
is a 
five-acr- e 
.sectional 
map of just plain sky and 
constellations. 
At the 
expense 
of 
more than a million dollars Harvard 
university has 
provided 
the 
chart 
which distinctly shows 1,500,000 stars, 
this having been prepared 
in sections 
by 
th 
Harvard university 
astron- 
omers. 
The sections 
of 
the 
map, 
placed together, would cover an area 
of more than five acres, which is a 
Tretty extensive plan of charting the 
-I-llimitable void." 
In a scholarly annual report the di- 
rector of the observatory

First Picture Frames. 
If you only knew it. queer little ro 
mances are peeping out at you all ovei 
your house, from attic to cellar.

are well worth looking for. 
Framed pictures had to have a begin 
uing. 
They date back to about 
50Q 
years ago. when peaceful monks paint- 
ed the walls of their living rooms with

subjects.

some one conceived the bright Idea of 
nailing wood around these frescoes so 
as to separate the subjects. 
A littte 
later came gliding 
and the evolution 
of the modern picture frame was sim- 
ply a matter of time. 
The drawing room is a perfect mine 
of history. 
As most people know, this 
is. strictly, 
the "withdrawing room." 
to which one withdraws after dinner 
as tbe name Implies. 
The antimacassars over the backs o' 
the chairs similarly carry their object 
in life in their name.
